With the higher cost of labor this year, the cost for

plain gold rings in the U.S. This has caused a significant 
drop in price, forcing retailers to lower its order to move 
merchandise.

"All we're asking is for two acres to be removed 
from Chapter 61 A ... the balance of the property will 
remain in 61A," said Mark Wellington, who was present 
on behalf of Mr. Ashley. 

After clarifying the language on the conservation 
restriction to specify the removal of only the two acres, 
the board unanimously voted to approve the removal of 
the land from the Chapter 61A restriction as requested. 

In other matters, the board: 

• Announced they are seeking volunteers to serve 
on a Wind Power Study Committee for Rochester. The 
committee — like ones recently formed in Mattapoisett 
and Marion — will look into possible uses of wind power 
energy in the tri-town area, including a potential siting at 
ORR High School. Those interested should submit letters 
to the Board of Selectmen, c/o Rochester Town Hall, 1 
Constitution Way, Rochester, MA 02770. 

• Discussed the need to update the town's Master 
Plan, which is now "seven years old," according to 
Selectman Nunes. But Mr. Huntoon noted that under state

Rabbit diet 

My pet rabbit is getting fat. I feed her pellets and occasional lettuce. 
An all pellet diet is not healthy for rabbits. It promotes obesity, 
overgrown teeth, diarrhea, and the formation of hairballs in the 
stomach. 

What should I feed my rabbit? 

Pet rabbits need high amounts of fiber. This is best supplied by a 
diet of timothy bay and other grass hays. Avoid alfalfa as it has too 
much calcium and protein. The rabbit should be fed as much of this 
hay as she wants. 
]Nhat about lettuce? 

Romaine and other leaf lettuces are OK but iceberg lettuce has no 
nutritional value. Try feeding your rabbit other green vegetables 
but introduce them gradually. Give the rabbit a small piece of a 
vegetable such as brocolli. You can double the amount given on 
each subsequent day. This allows the bacteria in the rabbits 
intestine to acclimate to the new food. Overfeeding a new food can 
cause diarrhea and even death. 
Are there other foods to avoid? 

Avoid starchy foods such as oats, cheerios, potatoes, and most 
other foods that we like. Stick with hay, vegetable that are slowly 
introduced and some pellets.

Although the Soil Board allows removal only to six feet 
above the groundwater level a private deal was made with the 
Board of Selectmen to the four-foot point. This deal will give 
LoRusso tens of thousands of square yards of material to exploit. 
LoRusso also proposes to haul in thousands of tons of organic 
material, pile it on the four-foot of porous sand and gravel left 
by the mining operation and allow it to decompose. 

Angry neighbors in East Rochester and West Wareham 
who are concerned about what is happening to their community 
have joined to create the Pierceville Neighborhood Association. 
Pierceville is an old and historic name for this area with associa- 
tions to both towns. 

This could add 500 to 1,000 or more heavy trucks per 
day to the traffic in this congested residential area. The trucks 
will run on and destroy lightly-built Wareham and Rochester 
roads without compensation to either town. Everyone in 
Pierceville will experience intolerable, destructive shaking and 
dust. The school children who wait for twelve separate school 
bus pickups and drop-offs will be in serious danger from these 
heavily-loaded, hurrying trucks. 

Many residents depend on shallow wells, 16-20 feet; 
the leachate from the decomposing organic material will 
threaten the quality of water for those families. 

Rochester will get no additional revenue from this 
project; it already collects the property tax.

believe the majority of those individuals most at risk for 
serious complications from the flu have been vaccinated 
at this time/' Ms. Ferguson said. 

Since October 27 the threshold age for the at-risk 
population had been 75, in accordance with emergency 
guidelines issued by Ms. Ferguson. 

She added that those individuals at the greatest 
risk and certain categories of health care workers have 
had a five-week period of time during which they were 
given priority status for flu vaccination. Based upon 
recent information on the current supply of vaccine, the 
following guidelines will take effect immediately: 

Health care providers should now administer flu 
vaccine to individuals in the following high risk catego- 
ries, which are considered of equal importance: 

• All children aged six to 23 months; 

• Adults age 65 years or older; 

• Persons two to 64 years with underlying 
chronic medical conditions; 

• All women who will be pregnant during the 
influenza season;

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Third Watch

Blade: Trinity. Starring Wesley Snipes, Jessica Biel, 
and Ryan Reynolds. Directed by David S. Goyer. 
Running time: 113 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

In the third and, one hopes, final installment of the Blade series, 
the eponymous vampire-hunting hero (Wesley Snipes) is as stub- 
bornly blank as ever. It's as if Snipes and writer-director David S. 
Goyer (who also wrote the previous Blade films) thought that even a 
flash of humor, vulnerability, or humanity would compromise the 
character's integrity. But the Blade of the original Tomh of Dracula 
comics from the '70s wasn't afraid to joke around or smile; he 
belongs, I guess, to a different era, when black heroes didn't have to 
be scowling ciphers. Laurence Fishburne in the Matrix trilogy, Samuel 
L. Jackson in the new Star Wars films, and certainly Snipes in the Blade 
movies — these are all fine actors with a knack for soulful, complex, 
funny characters, but you wouldn't know it from these movies. Are 
the white movie geeks who make these sci-fi/horror flicks reassur- 
ing the white audience by robbing powerful black men of any 
personality? 

Blade: Trinity is as much a piece of witless eye candy as the other 
two, though director Goyer devises nothing as inspired as the "blood 
bath" sequence that opened the original Blade (1998) or the hellaciously 
ugly iibervamps in Blade II (2002). The new movie is largely more of 
the same, adding two characters — Abigail Whistler (Jessica Biel), 
ass-kicking daughter of Blade's mentor Whistler (Kris Kristof f erson), 
and Hannibal King (Ryan Reynolds), wise-cracking former vampire 
— who function as T&A and comic relief, respectively. As written 
here, Hannibal — who in the comics was a vampire who assisted 
Blade — is actually closer in spirit to the Blade of the comics: tough 
but witty, boldly contemptuous of vampires to the point of turning 
them into punchlines. 

Throughout this series, Goyer has been fond of throwing in lots 
of mumbo-jumbo about vampirism as a virus, political squabbles 
between "pureblood" vamps and "turned" vamps, etc. Here, Blade 
is pitted against Dracula himself, played by the beefy, profoundly 
miscast Dominic Purcell, who looks more like a soccer goalie than 
like the King of Vampires. In Dracula's blood is the vampire virus in 
its purest form; apparently the bloodline has gotten diluted, because 
Dracula regards today's bloodsuckers with disdain. Aside from 
Dracula — who, for his other trick, transforms into some sort of vamp 




Sauron clone — there's the snarky vampire Danica Talos, an amusing 
role for Parker Posey, whose pale skin and extreme widow's peak 
have always given her the look of a supernatural vixen anyway. For 
random amusement, there's a vampire pomeranian, though not, 
disappointingly, a pet of Danica's. (Posey's Best in Show co-star John 
Michael Higgins turns up as a smarmy shrink who analyzes Blade.) 

Goyer is better at writing action scenes than at directing them; 
most of the fights go by in a flash, goosed along by hyperactive 
editing and hampered by cameras that seldom keep a proper dis- 
tance. Blade: Trinity often feels like a third-season episode from a 
nonexistent Blade TV show, meant to introduce characters (Abigail 
and Hannibal, dubbed "the Nightstalkers") that can be spun off into 
their own series. It's also clear by now that Dracula should never be 
used as a supporting player in another character's story — in both 
Van Helsing and in the Buffy the Vampire Slayer episode featuring him, 
he came orf as a hammy fop, and here he has about as much menace 
as Stephen Dorf f 's Deacon Frost in the first Blade, and without Frost's 
malicious wit. 

Can much else be done with the vamp-slayer subgenre? Back in 
the '60s, Roman Polanski's The Fearless Vampire Killers turned the 
legends on their heads — who can forget the Jewish vampire unim- 
pressed by the crucifix? — and recently such horror-comedies as 
Bloody Mallory (from France) and Jesus Christ, Vampire Hunter (from 
Canada) put some oddball, farcical twists on the familiar narrative. 
But doing this sort of film seriously, with its heroes lugging superior 
firepower, doesn't give you much that you wouldn't get from a video 
game: the vampires are reduced to soulless target practice. Blade 
himself seems as soulless as his prey, too. It may be a plot point that 
his status as a half-vampire cancels out normal human responses to 
things, but it would be nice if we saw the man underneath the scowl 
and the pose. As it is, he's more like half-vampire, half-robot.

influenza vaccine supply in the Commonwealth, it will be 
necessary to prioritize existing doses for those individuals 
who have the greatest risk of severe complications or life 
threatening illness from influenza and some categories of 
health care workers. The Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health has determined that health care providers 
should use the limited supply of inactivated influenza 
vaccine for individuals in the following high risk catego- 
ries, which are considered of equal importance: 

• All children aged 6 to 23 months; 

• All adults aged 75 years or older; 

• Residents of long-term care and assisted living 
facilities; 

• Children aged 6 months to 18 years on chronic 
aspirin therapy; 

• Individuals aged 2 to 74 years with one or more 
chronic medical conditions requiring frequent or ongoing 
medical management. This includes individuals with a 
chronic disorder of the pulmonary or cardiovascular 
system, and those with chronic metabolic diseases, renal 
dysfunction, hemoglobinopathies or immunosuppression; 

• This does not include adults 18 to 49 years of 
age with diabetes who only require diet or exercise for 
control. 

• This does not include adults whose only 
condition is hyperlipidemia, controlled hypertension, 
arthritis, dermatitis, or any other diagnosis which does 
not increase the risk of complications from influenza. 

• All women who will be pregnant during the 
influenza season; 

• All health care workers 50 years of age or older 
who provide direct patient care and those 49 years of age 
and younger who provide direct patient care to severely 
immunocompromised patients in protected environ- 
ments, because these health care workers are not eligible 
for FluMist®;
